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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commis- 
sioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of the 
County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, County Attorney, 
Sheriff, Chaplains, Physician and County Extension 
Service. 


Due to the increase in County Farm and Court ex- 
penses, as well as in some of the other departments, it 
became necessary in December for the Commissioners 
to borrow $10,000 on a short term note and at the same 
time request an emergency appropriation from the 
Executive Committee of the Delegation, to meet the 
1960 obligations. They authorized the Commissioners 
to use any unexpended balance. This amounted to 
$38,805.39 and all but $1,949.89 of this amount was 
used. There was a surplus of $28,805.39 from the 
budget to apply toward this emergency appropriation. 


The Register of Deeds office in the Woodsville Court 
House has been completely renovated and equipped. 
The five year indexing was started this year but not 
yet finished. 


The new forms required in the Probate office for 
which the Delegation appropriated $5,000 in 1959 were 
received this year, cost of same amounting to $3,664.55. 


The general condition of the County Farm and build- 
ings is good, improvements and repairs being made as 
needed. It was necessary to have a boiler retubed at a 
cost of $1,378.14, an enclosure of a stairwell constructed 
in the hospital at a cost of $1,827.00 and major repairs 
to the water main, cost of same $1,475.39. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
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employees, the County Delegation, the various county 
and town officials and the State Welfare Department 
for their continued cooperation.

(Exhibit D), a revenue surplus of $31,162.85, less a 
net overdraft of appropriations of $14,917.57, resulted 
in a net budget surplus of $16,245.28. 


Summary Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: 
(Exhibit E) 

A summary statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of the County made up in accordance with the 
uniform classification of accounts, for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1959, is presented in Exhibit E. 


Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 
All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of 
the Superior Court during the fiscal year were examin- 
ed and compared with corresponding entries in the 
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Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices and payrolls 
were also examined and the classification of expendi- 
tures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of Dec- 
ember 31, 1959, is shown in Exhibit F. 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Grafton County were examined. Court re- 
ceipts were checked by source, insofar as possible, and 
found to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by 
the Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and 
payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court 
Justice. 


County Farm 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of 
the County Farm were examined. Receipts of the Farm 
were checked by source through the triplicate receipt 
forms. All receipts, as recorded in the cash book, were 
properly accounted for by the Superintendent through 
deposits to the credit of the County Treasurer’s account 
in the Woodsville National Bank. 


A classified summary statement of receipts and ex- 
penditures of the County Farm for the year 1959 is 
presented in Exhibit G. 


General Comments 


Net Overdraft of Appropriations—Application of 
Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised Statutes An- 
notated: 


It is noted, that in the year 1959 there was a net 
overdraft of budgetary appropriations in the amount 
of $14,917.57 (Exhibits C & D). In accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 24, Section 15, of the Revised 
Statutes Annotated, the Executive Committee of the 
Grafton County Convention at a meeting held on Dec- 
ember 21, 1959, granted authority to the County Com- 
missioners to exceed budgetary appropriations for 
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County welfare and Superior Court purposes by 
$15,000.00. 


Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of 
the Laws of 1955, a copy of this report or a summary 
of its findings and recommendations (letter of trans- 
mittal) should be published in the next annual report 
of the County. This letter of transmittal should be in- 
cluded in its entirety but the publication of Exhibits 
is optional.

urer; and Bernard Gray, Sergeant-At-Arms. 


Two medical referee’s inquests were held during the 
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year inquiring into the circumstances surrounding two 
unattended deaths. 


At the present time there is no litigation pending 
against Grafton County. 


Grafton County is involved in litigation as party 
plaintiff wherein the County has brought suit against 
Viola Parker to recover partial payment by way of 
reimbursement for County aid rendered to her children. 
This action was commenced at the January Term, 1960, 
and there is presently under attachment in the Lebanon 
National Bank, the sum of $2,500. The case has been 
continued for notice and presumably will come forward 
for hearing either at the January or April Term of 
the Superior Court. 

I wish to take this opporunity to express my sincere 
appreciation for the cooperation and fine efforts in 
the interests of law enforcement made by all of the 
law enforcement agencies in the county.

To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


As Protestant Chaplain for the Grafton County 
Almshouse and House of Correction, I wish to submit 
this report, which includes only the period of time be- 
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tween 1 June and 31 December, 1960. On 1 June, 1960, 
I succeeded the Rev. Wesley R. Berman who had pre- 
viously served as Protestant Chaplain. 


The work which the Protestant Chaplain has done 
can be divided into three basic categories: conducting 
worship services, pastoral visitations and pastoral 
counseling. Concerning the first (conducting worship 
services), these have been bi-weekly religious services 
held in the Chapel. A real effort has been made in 
“drawing” in the congregation and to let them feel that 
they are very much a part of the service, and that their 
contributions are solicited and welcome. In response to 
this, several in the attending groups have offered solos, 
readings, recitations and the like, which all contribute 
to this goal. 


Concerning pastoral visitations and pastoral counsel- 
ing, I would wish to report that these have been, in the 
main, at the request of one of the residents or his fam- 
ily. Several incidents have occurred within families of 
the residents and these families have requested that 
- their kin be called upon. There are other occasions, 
however, in which it has been feasible for the Chap- 
lain to make general calls upon the residents primarily 
for social or general religious purposes. Pastoral coun- 
seling has occurred within the bounds of our Almshouse 
and House of Correction, but always with the know- 
ledge and approval of the Superintendent and/or 
Matron. 


I would also wish to take this opportunity of thank- 
ing Mrs. Ethel Little and Miss Wanda Clough (both of 
No. Haverhill) for their assistance in making the wor- 
ship services meaningful. These two ladies have been 
the pianists for our religious services. 


I would also wish to express my appreciation to 
Superintendent and Mrs. K. W. Cota for the coopera- 
tion, guidance and assistance which they have given 
to me.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY PHYSICIAN 
To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 


I hereby submit my report for 1960. 
Since last year the much needed wire-glass enclosure 


at the top of the stairwell and an exhaust fan have 
been added. This is a marvelous improvement in re- 
gard to noise, odors and safety of patients. There is 
much more that is urgently needed, such as a fire 
escape from the sun porch, considerable remodeling 
in the surgical section, and new furniture in patients’ 
rooms. 

The hospital is busier than ever before. In 1960 
there were 9,465 patient days, and 4,007 out-patient 
visits, totalling 13,472. In 1951 there were 6,913 pa- 
tient days and 1,420 out-patient visits, making a total 
of 8,333. In other words, the work load has nearly 
doubled in this period. 

The industry and faithfulness of the employees, un- 
der the capable direction of Mrs. Evelyn Bigelow, R.N., 
has made it possible to give excellent care to patients 
despite frequently over-crowded conditions. Only a 
lack of space has kept the patient load from being even 
larger. 

It is also interesting to note that hospital income 
rose from $11,391 in 1951 to $47,429 in 1960, and hos- 
pital expenses from $18,241 to $40,959. 

New regulations in regard to licensing, not only of 
the hospital, but of the remainder of the institution 
will necessitate considerable financial outlay during 
1961 for capital improvements. This coming year the 
inmate section must be licensed by the N.H. Depart- 
ment of Public Health for the first time. This will re- 
quire the supervision of a registered nurse for all ad- 
missions and rendering of personal care to immates. 
Therefore the nursing staff must be increased to cover 
this expanded service. 
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We anticipate that 1961 will be busier than ever be- 
fore in the hospital, and, as in the past, we shall ap- 
preciate the cooperation of all concerned.
